The new Premier then read a declaration stating that he will 
continue his predecessor's policy and see to all treaties being carried 
ont. whereopon the Chamber adopted. by 507 votes against 80, a 
motion expressing confidence in the Government.—He reg, .

SOLDIERS PILLAGE 


CHRISTINA VILLAGE. 


A PRIESTS UNPLEASANT 
EXPERIENCES. 

With the ceturn of tha Rev. 
Fr. Pilenga, of the Catholic 
Mission at Waichow, fo the 
Colony late last evening, further 
red of 
the occurrence st the village of 
It Tiao-lung, same distance from 
Waichow, which had been raport- 
ed by letter from Fr. Pilenga to 
Bishop Pozzoni. 

The narrative, aa obtained fram 
Fr. Pilengs bimseli, reconts the 
fet that on tha 22nd inatant, 
General Ma | Chia Kevangsi 
soldiars, disregarding Ma Chi's 
proclamation to respect Christian 
church and property, issued after 
the Niam-ao affair, fired on the 
village of It Tiao-lung, killing 
amongst the Christians lo 
children in It Tizo-lung and six 
women in «# uearby village 
besides a large number of other 
people. Puraming the policy of 
excesses for which the Kwangsi 
soldiers ate now notorions in 
these regions, the soldiers pro- 
ceaded to pillage the village of 
Ht Tiao-lung and ransacked the 
Catholic Church there. They did 
not stap at the work of desecra- 
tion of the sacred edifice, but 
went so far as to arrest Fr. 
Pilenga, the priest in charge. 
suhom they held for ransom of 
$3,000. . 


In order to intimidate the 
priest, the soldiers held as hos:- 
ages 18 young male mambers (all 
Chinese Christian converts) of 


- his flock. telling these young men 


that they, too, wonkl be killed if 
the maney for Fr. Pilonga’s 


' pansom was pot forthcoming.

Among théentire Chinaselhbris- 
tinn population of some 400 per- 
sons they mansged to raise asum 
of $100. The soldiers’ greed, how- 
aver, was not to be appeased by 
this amount. They retired to the 
bills a little distance from the 
village and warned Fr. Pilenga 
not to leave the place under 
penalty of death until the ranso7 
was forthcoming. 

Doring the same night a viol- 
ent rain-storm raged. Vader 
cover of the darkness, Fr. Pilenga 
availed himself uf the 
opportunity to escape from. 
Tiao-long. and with him there 
followed two Chinese Sisters and 
30 Christians. In the.course of 
their fight they had to wade 
throvgh an overflowing: rivulet 


‘chest-deep in water, but at Jast| 


they succeeded in passing through 
the soldiers’ lines unobserved. 
They eventually came to the vill- 
age Ha Leong, where ther 
passed the night. On the morn- 
ing of the followirg day (23:d 
inst) the refugees commenced 
their journey to Hoogkong, 
which, however. was destined to 
be accomplished only after an- 
other unpleasant experience.

GENERAL KNOX’S REPORT. 


The third document is quoted 
usa letter from.Dr. R. Blank” 
to the Secretary of the Joint 
Foreign Committee, giving details 
of an interview with M.Starinke- 
uiteb, the former Minister of 
Justice in the Government of the 
late Admiral Koltchak, and statas 
that Mf.

The Minister of Jostice bad to 
contend with great difficnlties 
before he: obtained that. the’ in- 
quiry should bs carried out by 
the regular organs of his depart- 
ment. Even the impartis! 
investigation did mot cease to 
be hampered by the interference 
of the military. Thus, when 
the First Examining Magistrate 
Sergheyeff, had failed to discover 
any trace of Jawisb participation 
in the crime, these military circles 
vociferously protested against 
bim and insinuated that M. Ser- 
gueyeff was a Jew himself. This 
campsign was #0 viclent and per- 
sistent that theMinister of Justice 
had to discharge M. Sergueyeff 
from the case and to entrust 
the, farther proceedings to 
another examining magistrate. 
His successor, however, was like- 
wise unable to discover any trace 
of Jewish participation in the 
murder of the Tsar's family.

Canton, which naver seema at rest. is again in the throes of 
fresh trouble, as will have been seen by the news which we publish- 
ed yesterday. It would take more space than we have at our com- 
mand to attempt to explain ia detail all the confticting elements and 
movements in the political life of the adjacent Province of Kwang- 
tung, for, perbzpa more so than elsewhere in China. Centon and the 
province of which it is the capital bes. Jorg been and still is the 
centre of intrigues and party manoenrring in their most complex 
form. In Canton it is always a case of the “Ins” versus the “Outs” 
—a struggle for power between rival fections. And that has been 
even more so since the establishment of the Republic than it was ip 
the days of Manchu rule. As towhst will happen now, asso upshot 

. of the new movement aiming at the expulsion of Kwangsi officials, 
it xauld be foolish to predict, for anytbing may occur. But that 
more trouble is anticipated is generally acknowledged ip competent
